Breakfast for those office workers who 
frequently lunch off an inadequate sand- 
wich should be a substantial meal. Appe- 
tites are rarely good first thing in the 
morning, so it is up to the™clever house- 
wife to produce appetite-provoking dishes. 
The following recipes. are all simple to 
prepare, different and appetising :— 

BLOATER FRITTERS. 

Ingredients: 2 bioaters, 1 oz. of grated 
cheese, frying batter, pepper. 

Remove the heads, tails, skin and 
bones from the bloaters, and cut into 
three pieces. Stir the cheese into the fry- 
ing batter, and coat the pieces of fish 
carefully with it. Fry in hot fat until well 
browned. Drain and sprinkle with pepper. 
Serve very hot. . 

Ham RAMEKINS. 

Ingredients: boss. of finely-chopped 
cooked ham, 2 eggs, 1 tablespoonful of un- 
sweetened full-cream condensed milk, 3 a 
teaspoonful of powdered mixed herbs, 4 of 
a pint of water, mustard, salt and pepper. 

Beat the yolks of the eggs and dissolve 
the condensed milk in the water. Add the 
ham, herbs, salt, pepper and mustard to 
taste and mix together. Turn the mixture 
into greased ramekin cases, filling them 
nearly to the top. Bake in a moderate 
oven until set. Meanwhile beat the whites 
of eggs to a froth, adding a little salt. 
Pile roughly on the mixture, and bake 
until the white of egg is crisp and slightly 
brown. 

Meat Toast. 

Ingredients: 2 tablespoonfuls of chopped 
cold meat, 2 tablespoonfuls of gravy, 1 egg, 
4 an oz. of butter, toast, pepper and salt. 

Melt the butter in a pan, then add the 
meat and leave over a low gas. Mean- 
while beat the eggs slightly, stir in the 
gravy and season to taste. Pour this mix- 
ture over the meat and stir until the egg 
starts to set. Spread on buttered toast 
and serve immediately. : 

Eccs snp Bacon. 

Ingredients: 4 rashers of bacon, 1 round 
of toast, 2 eggs, 4 an oz. of butter, 1 
tablespoonful of unsweetened full-cream 
condensed milk, salt and pepper. 

Beat the eggs, season and stir in the 
condensed milk. Melt the butter in a 
saucepan, then pour in the eggs. Stir over 
a low gas until the eggs set. Pile the 
eggs on the round of toast, fry the bacon 
crisply and arrange round the toast. 

Savoury FRitrers. 

Ingredients: Cold meat, mashed potato, 
frying batter, salt and pepper, milk. 

Free the meat from fat and gristle and 
cut into rounds about two inches in 
diameter. Season the potato: and warm in 
a saucepan with enough milk to make it 
easily spreadable. Cover both sides of the 
meat with this ‘mixture, dip in batter and 
fry in hot fat until brown.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIWES. 

Srr,—I wish to draw the attention of your 
legislators to a subject which would materially 
benefit this country. 1 allude to the Jevying 
of income tax on foreigners and exiles from 
the Dominions who have no assets in the 
lrish Free State. 

As the law stands at present, if they re- 
main here over six months in any financial 
year, or over three months after visiting the 
country four years in succession, foreigners 
and exiles are eligible for income tax—the 
former on the amount of money they bring 
into the country, and the latter on their 
whole income outside the Irish Free State. 
On the Continent and in the Dominions there 
is no income tax levied on money imported 
by immigrants. 

A developing country like the Irish Free 
Staté is in special need of capital to convert 
its potential sources of wealth into actualities, 
and thereby to secure more employment and 
area | for the country as a whole. 

An influx of four or ‘hve thousand exiles, 
each with an income of £1,000 a year or more, 
would greatly benefit this country through 
the increased circulation of money and 
through their great experience in amassing 
it.—Yours, etc.,

THE MORNING BREAK 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Srr,— Although the West pretends to offer 
so much to, and borrow so little from, the 
East, is there not something to be said for 
the introduction, in the pleasant form of m:d- 
morning tea, of one of the most delightful 
and ancient customs of the Far East? 

In Japan, despite the march of modern 
progress, one is still offered a cup of tea 
when entering as a customer the shops and 
emporiums of the older style. On social visits, 
needless to say, the dish of tea is offered to 
the visitor as a traditional gesture. of 
courtesy and hospitality. it is meant at once 
to emphasise his welcome and refresh his 
weariness, and it performs both functions 
adnurably. , 

Indeed, the “‘ tea ceremony “” of Japan is a 
ritual so historic and so intricate that many 
books have been written about it, books far 
too technical in some cases for the Western 
reader to appreciate at their full value. 

But the custom itself, that is something 
which you can appreciate. ‘They say in 
America that all business in England stops at 


tea-tame, and for tea-time. ‘The comment 
was originally meant in sarcasm, but 
American critics are now beginning to 


appreciate that afternoon tea in the office 
represents a real and much-needed break in 
the heavy routine of the day. In these times 
of stress, 1 am inclined to think that a 
similar interval in the rush of the mornirf;’s 
work would be equally appreciated. 

I might add that in Ceylon, where I spent 
many active years before and after the war, 
planters drink tea morning, noon and night. 
‘These are men who live and breathe in the 
smell of tea, ad one might think they would 
be sick and tired of it. Yet, although 
rationed to 1lb. of tea per week as a free} 
issue, many of them drink much more than 
this amount at their own expense.’

NATIONAL COUNCIL 


FOR THE BLIND 


QUESTION OF DELAYED 
PENSIONS 


The Executive Committee of the National 
Council for the Blind of Ireland held their 
first meeting of the winter session on OUcto- 
ber 13th at the Gresham. Hotel, Dublin. 

This being the first meeting of the Com- 
mittee since June, resolutions of sympathy 
were passed with the relatives of the late 
Mr. Crawford Johnson, a vice-president of 
the National Council, and the late Prior John 
Byrne, of St. Joseph’s Blind Asylum, both 
valued friends of the blind, whose deaths 
had occurred during the summer. 

It was reported that the partially-blind 
boy from St. Joseph's, now at the Roval 
Normal College, had passed with distinction 
the London Chamber of Commerce exami- 
nation in shorthand at 60 words per minute. 

The experiment of sending nine blind men 
to camp at Balbriggan in August for two 
weeks had been an unqualified success, the 
campers having derived much pleasure from 
it. Votes of thanks were passed to the 
following :— 

Balbriggan Scout Troop, who lent equipment, 
and under whose supervision the camp had 
been placed; the Knights of St. Columbanus, 
who arranged transport; and the St. John 
Ambulance Brigade for the loan of blankets. 
A number of white walking sticks had been 
given out to blind applicants as a protection 
in traffic. The committee would like to draw 
the attention of all drivers of motors, trams, 
‘buses and horse drawn vehicles to the: fact 
that extreme caution should be exercised 
when a person using a white walking stick 
Is seen crossing the street. 

The question of workshops for the blind 
was discussed. The National Council were 
convinced of the need for one central work- 
shop in Dublin, and agree to support the pro- 
posals as to this, brought forward hy the 
Irish Nationa! League for the Blind, subject 
to certain modifications. | 

An application on behalf of a blind man 
had been made by the National Council to 
the Guide Dog Association for a guidé dog. 
The cost, including training, would be: £60. 
This was being subscribed for privately. 
This blind man will be the first in Ireland 
to own a guide dog. In England and on the 
Continent they have proved a great success. 

Cases of delayed pensions were reported. 
Some of the applicants in the Counties of 
Clare and Donegal had been waiting for over 
a year for examination by the Local Govern- 
ment. medical referee. It was hoped that 
steps would be taken to remedy this in the 
near future, as much hardship was: being 
suffered on this account. 

Miss M. Colgan was appointed temporary 
home visitor, to commence the work of visit- 
bag the blind in their own homes in Cork 

ity.

PARTRIDGES 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sm,—I see in to-day’s /rish Times the 
statement that, “ from reports received from 
many districts by the Irish Game Protection 
Association, it would appear that there are 
plenty of partridges.’’ Í can only say that 
they are very fortunate in the reports they 
have received. From my own first-hand 
knowledge, and from reports from other 
shooting men, it is quite the reverse. 
As a matter of fact, the wet spell we had 
when partridges were sitting was partly the 
cause of this, but the chief factor, in the 
opinion of a great many, was the inbreeding 
—the direct result of the foolish policy of 
the Irmsh Game Protection Association “in 
getting the date for partridge-shooting’ 
delayed till birds were too wild to get near. 
Coveys could not be broken up. and in- 
breeding took place, with the result that the 
stock, when hatched, were weak. and fell 
easy victims to a cold and wet season. 
There is a great deal of dissatisfaction among 
shooting men, who feel that the 1.G.P.A. do 
not represent the bulk of the holders of 
two pound permits.— Yours, etc.,

The Minister’s 
position in the matter was ex- 
plained in previous letters, and it was 
then suggested that the advice of the aero- 
drome consultants in preparation of the 
scheme of development would be desirable 
before the Council proceeds to take any 
action as to the duvslsneiens of Oranmore. 
I am to suggest such expert advice should 
be obtained as to suitability of site for 
present and future development. It is 
also desirable that an estimate of cost 
should be available. The acting Minister 
has been advised by the Minister for 
Local Government that, having regard to 


| the heavy expenditure already incurred by 


the Council and the commitments to be 
undertaken in future, it would be beyond 
the financial capacity of the Council to 
undertake responsibility for the cost of the 
aerodrome. Provision is made in the Air 
Navigation Act for co-operation of local 
authorities in the establishment and 
maintenance of public aerodromes, and for 
division of expense between the authorities 
concerned, he Council has already 
expressed the opinion that the establish- 
ment of a first-class aerodrome is a vital 
factor in the development of Galway, and 
the Acting Minister will be pleased to 
learn that the question will receive early 
consideration on the lines suggested, and 
he will do all in his power to further the 
roject.”’

COLONEL RUSSELL’S VIEW 


Colonel Russell, in an interview with 
reference to the Free State decision in 
regard to the a German flight to 
Galway, said:—‘‘ It is extremely hard on 
Galway to think that when at long last 
the effort made over a number of years to 
develop an airport materialised’ in the 
recent decision of the great German air 
transport company to utilise the famous 
bay as a port of call, our Government 
stepped in and said ‘No.’ The reason 
given is the Ottawa North Atlantic Air 
Agreement between the Saorstat, Great 
Britain, Newfoundland, Canada and the 
United States. The Saorstat Government 
statement states there was not sufficient 
time for consultation with the other 
members to the agreement. No doubt this 
is so, and why the German air company 
left the matter of permission so late is to 
be wondered at. 

“ The important thing, however, which 
emerges from the whole incident is that 
the Ottawa air agreement does not hand 
over the Saorstat as an airport exclusively 
to Imperial Airways and Pan-American 
Airways. These are the two big interests 
around which the agreement centres. Such 
a concession would not only be bad from 
the point of view of Galway, but also from 
that of the Saorstat as a whole. For is it 
not quite clear that our best means of 
developing the Saorstat as the European 
airport is to say ‘ Welcome’ to every 
company operating across the North 
Atlantic ?’’

Miss Jean Batten, the young New 
Zealander airwoman, who on Sunday set 
up a new solo air record between England 
and Australia, is now in flight over the 
perilous 1,100 mile ocean, the Tasman Sea, 
between here and her home country. She 
took off from Richmond, 40 miles from 
here, at 4.35 a.m. local time (6.45 p.m. 
G.M.T.) last night, for Auckland, where 
she expects to land in about eight hours, 
or less than 11 days after leaving Lympne, 
Kent, from where she took off at 4.10 a.m. 
on October 5. 

Shipping in the Tasman Sea has. been 
asked to keep a close look-out for the in- 
trepid young airwoman. Her ’plane 
carries no wireless, nor did Miss Batten 
take a rubber boat. She took off from 
Richmond and not from here, in order to 
take advantage of a longer runway. 

Miss Batten’s take-off ends four days of 
uncertainty whether she would attempt 
the Tasman Sea crossing. This. arose 
almost immediately after her arrival] at 
Port Darwin on Sunday, owing to opposi- 
tion to single-engine aeroplanes flying over 
such a great expanse of water.

R. E. J. CRONIN, late Deputy 

Director of the League of Youth, 
went to the offices of the League yester- 
day afternoon, but was unable to gain 
admission. The offices are on the first 
floor of No, 3 Merrion square. In going 
there Mr. Cronin was not prevented in 
any way, and was not challenged. Find- 
ing that he was unable to gain entry to 
the offices, he left the building. 

Subsequently Mr. Cronin said:—‘‘I 
went to my offices at 3 Merrion square to- 
day. I found that the key-hole to my 
office was stuffed with papers, etc., and 
that the handle of the door had been 
stolen. I was, therefore, unable to open 
it, although I had the key, 

“ Mr. Cosgrave and a few of his col- 
leagues have obviously become panic- 
stricken. I am, indeed, disappointed and 
sorry—and, I am sure, so are all their 
genuine friends—that at a critical time 
like the present he has proved himself 
just a small man. I know that all our 
supporters throughout the country, and 
particularly our most active workers and 
his best friends, regard his recent 
behaviour with a feeling of pity, dis- 
appointment and disgust. 


“A TATTLE HITLER ” 


“ Why did Mr. Cosgrave create the pre 
sent situation on the eve of a general 
election? Surely he owes at least an 
explanation to the public. Does he think 
that he can emerge as a little Hitler from 
the tomb of the United Ireland Party? 
At the moment, and for some time past, 
he is, and has been, playing the part of 
a dictator within the United Ireland 
organisation. He has induced the Stand- 
ing Committee to act in the most un- 
democratic and unconstitutional and most

ESTATE IN THE FREE 70NE 
NEAR GENEVA

GENEVA, Thursday. 

The Negus is reported to have purchase.l 
an estate at Viry, in the Free Zone 
surrounding Geneva, about fifteen miles 
from the Swiss frontier. The Free Zone 
is part of France and French authorities 
are in control, but it is outside the 
Customs frontier of France, and the in- 
habitants are exempt from many French 
taxes. The cost of living is consequently 
extremely cheap. | 

It is presumed that the Negus would 
require the permission of the French 
Government to settle there. 

The estate, which comprises a handsome 
chateau known as the Villa Mery and 
covers about seven acres, is said to have 
changed hands for a sum of six figures in 
French francs. It is within half-an-hour’s 
car journey of the League of Nations’ 
headquarters. The Negus would, there- 
fore, be able to keep a constant eye on 
future developments in connection with 
the Italo-Abyssinian dispute. 

It will be recalled that he has property 
near Montreux, but he is not allowed to 
live in Swiss territory.

Launching their big attack against 
Madrid from the south-west along a 
thirty miles front, the insurgents have 
already gained important ground, it is 
claimed in a broadcast from Radio 
Seville. 

Advancing from San Martin de Valdei- 
glesias, almost due west of Madrid, they 
pushed forward and occupied Chapineria, 
twenty-five miles from Madrid on the 
direct road to the capital, says the insur- 
gent radio station. 

The attack was then organised on the 
line stretching from Chapineria in a 
southerly direction to Santa Crus del 
Retamar, from which the columns of 
Colonel Yague, Colonel Castejon and 
Colonel Delgado are operating. 

Colonel Yague’s column has occupied 
San Esteban, a gain of several miles, says 
Radio Seville, and Colonel -Castejon’s 
column has occupied Navas del Rey. 


STRONG RESISTANCE 


A fierce battle is now going on between 
Colonel Delgado’s column. and the Govern- 
ment forces. The insurgent artillery is 
concentrating its fire on strongholds which 
the militiamen have fortified. 

Two Government ’planes were brought 
down, but their pilots saved themselves by 
parachuting to the ground.

The Government forces which are 
beseiging Oviedo have now obtained a 
stranglehold on the town, according to 
news received in Madrid from Govern- 
ment sources. 

The Asturian miners, who have been 
dynamiting their way into the citadel, 
hav> completely occupied the Vega 
quarter, it is claimed. They are now 
attacking the various buildings in the 
centre of the town where the insurgents 
are holding out, such as the hospital, the 
Town Hall, and the munitions factory. 

A strong force of insurgents who have 
taken refuge in the Cathedral have main- 
tained steady machine-gun fire, but this 
is now lessening, indicating that they 
are coming to the end of their ammuni- 
tion. 

The Government forces have set up a 
hospital service for civilians in that part 
of Oviedo which they hold. A number of 
cases of typhus are reported. i 

The official Gazette in Madrid publishes 
a decree by the Minister of Finance 
authorising the issue of five and ten 
peseta notes as from Saturday next. 

A large number of anti-Fascist volun- 
teers, who are described as mainly Ger- 
man and Italian, have arrived at 
Albacete to fight against the insurgents, 
it is announced in Madrid. They will 
leave shortly for the front. They were 
given an enthusiastic welcome when they 
paraded through the main streets, and 
eulogistis speeches were delivered by the 
Mayor and the General in command of 
the local troops,

An important element in comfort is ease 
of entering and !saving the car, and a great 
deal of ingenuity has been used in the desigb 
of doors. fomfort in maintenance is studied 
as carefully as riding comfort, and hence the 
steady progress in simphfied greasing 
systems for the chassis, and in automatic or 
permanent jacking devices. The wire- 
spoked wheel, so long fashionable, is at Jast 
efinitely going out, and ts being replaced 
on more and more cars by the pressed steel 
type of wheel, which is actually lighter in 
weight, although it has a more sturdy 
appearance. | 


LARGER ENGINES : 


With regard to general outline, the follow- 
ing lines of recent years are not so apparent 
this year. On some of the new bodies the 
roof line meets the back panel at the shallow, 
bat definite amd noticeable, angle. 

Technical developments are proceeding ac- 
cording to the tendency of the last three or 
four years, Éugines are larger, thanks to the 
encouragement of a lower horse-power tax, 
and they make use of a higher comprtssion 
ratio, The plain gear-box is giving place to 
automatic pre-selector gears, or more often 
to the synchromesh system. . 

Everything is getting more and more auto- 
matic, including mixture, control, ignition, 
timing, and the control of water and oil 
temperatures. Brakes are more powerful and 
more sensitive, and the silencing of sports 
models more elaborate and effective. 

There is a tendency for small cars to be 
a trifle larger, but the changes generally are 
not of a revolutionary character.

BASIS OF THE PROPOSAL

“ I realise that progress in medical science 
is reaching a stage where it is desirable for 
those who work im the field of research to 
undergo a period of post-graduate training tn 
modern methods of investigation, to keep in 
close touch with developments in the 
sciences ancillary to medicine and to pursue 
their inquiries unhampered by the cares of 
private practice and of routine teaching. 

“ The basis of my proposal is that the 
University offering, as it does, an environ- 
ment more favourable to research than in a 
big training hospital, should widen the scope 
of its medical school and of the Nuffield In- 
stitute for Medical Research, for the purpose 
I have already indicated. 

“This would involve the establishment of 
senior posts to be held by men or women not 
subject to the distractions of private practice, 
under whose direction there would be a body 
of salaried clinical assistants and house 
officers selected for their promise of aptitude 


for the scientific investigation under institu- 


tional conditions of medical problems. These 
posts would be open to any qualified practi- 
tioner, whether a graduate of the University 
of Oxford or not, and they would also clearly 
give facilities to those of them who are de- 
sirous of p ing to higher degrees. 

“I do not. exclude the possibility or the 
desirability, when this post-graduate school 
has been established, of including within its 
scope the clinical training of a limited number 
of Oxford medical students. This would be 
an extension of the climical training already 
undertaken by the honorary staff of the 
Radcliffe Infirmary.
